The amended claim reciting reaction conditions found in the specification after 
final rejection raises new issues that would require further consideration as well as 
search, and thus is denied of the entry. Also, the recited ambient pressure for the 
reaction of water and amino condensation compound does not have support, especially 
in view of 2-6000 psi recited in the example. 

Also, applicant's statement that claims 1 and 3-14 have been canceled is 
confusing since claim 6 has not been canceled, but amended. 

Applicant asserts that the radical portion (-COONH4) the new formula has 
supported by the disclosure, but the examiner disagrees since the repeating unit of the 
new formula (from (NHCONH)n to (NHCO)nNH) when n is 2-8 does not have support 
even though said radical portion may have support.
